PARIS, July 29—The British atti- 
tude toward the League of Nations 
and the pact of mutual guarantee 
which would have led as intended by 
its promoters to a limitation of arm- 
aments continues to puzzle the 
French. As The Christian Science 
Monitor representative has already 
pointed out, it is complained that the 
plan is a British plan and yet pre- 
cisely the moment when the 
French were persuaded enthusiastic- 
ally to accept it, the British calmly 
turned it down. They pretend that 
Ramsay MacDonald cannot have 
Written the letter himself, but has 
merely signed the document drawn 
up by the permanent officials. - 
This constitutes the explanation of 
the Radical and Socialist organs like 
the Quotidien which, although speak- 
ing with bitterness at the result of 
the British decision, declines to be 
convinced that Mr. MacDonald is re- 
sponsible. Unfriendly critics say 
that the British policy reserves full 
liberty of movement, and in the event 
of war it would be able by following 
‘the traditional policy of England, 
to throw in its lot on either side. 
Ramsay MacDonald's Honesty 
Nobody. here seems to understand 
the real honesty of Mr. MacDonald, 
who even when he appears to ce in- 
juring the institution to which he 
has promised support, will not in- 
dulge in make-belive.

a pact, which whoever might be the 
aggressor would condemn England 
to intervene in a European war ona 
side it is impossibie to predict now, 
and for a cause which perhaps is 
altogether indifferent to England. 
Viscount Cecil's pact is only the 
famous Article X of the covenant 
writ large. It is impossible to ac- 
cept the existing’ territorial dispo- 
sition of Burope, which is certain, 
unless altered to provoke war. 
Whatever may be said to the con- 
trary, there is a large body of feel- 
ing in many European countries, in- 
cluding England, that a revision of 
the present treaties, from a terri- 
torial and political sense is impera- 
tive. Before there can be a real 
unjon of the peoples for their mu- 
tual defense there must be a com- 
plete rearrangement of existing con- 
ditions. 


Forced Into Untenable Position 


Otherwise England and other 
countries might find themselves 
compelled to fight to defend some- 
thing entirely unjust and untenable, 
such as the Polish corridor to Dan- 
zig. No European with a real con- 
ception of the possibilities would 
accept any obligations to defend the 
present situation, and yet it is the 
present situation that, in the last 
resort, the proposed pact conse- 
crates.

Unfortunately for the French Radi- | 


cals who are willing to accept a 
mere camouflage, Mr. MaeDonald, 
with brutal sincerity, has put his 
finger on the flaw, when he declared 
that the pact wouldn’t lessen, but 
might implicate for England pros- 
pects of war and would necessitate 
an increase of armaments if the con- 
tinental engagements were to be 
really fulfilled. 

The disappointment and surprise 
expressed here is immense. There isa 
disillusion which makes it possible 
for some Frenchmen to rail against 
England as hypocritical, willing to 
talk disarmament to the other na- 
tions but not prepared to disarm it- 
self; critical of big armies but ready 
to boast a big navy. The French are 
persuaded, for example, that the 
great naval review at Spithead dur- 
ing the conference is meant to im- 
press M. Herriot with British might. 
They sarcastically suggest that at 
the next conference in Paris a great 
military review should be organized 
for the benefit of the British Prime 
Minister. 

In short the rejection of the pact 
has not improved relations or prob- 
abilities of an understanding. The 
French frame of mind may be de- 
scribed as utter bewilderment at 
British policy.

NEW YORK, July 29-~Henry Mor- 
genthau, League of Nations Commis- 
sioner for Refugee Settlement in 
Greece, announced this morning that 
following the receipt of the news that 
50,000 Armenian refugees now in 
Greece are to be asked to leave the 
country by the Greek Government, he 
has decided to return to Athens im- 
mediately. He will sail on the Olym- 
ple from New York on Aug. 1. 

Mr. Morgenthau would not comment 
on the news of the expulsion of the 
Armenians. “A very serious situation 
has arisen,” he dec „ “but failing 
definite information as to the details 
of the decision of the Greek Govern- 
ment I can say nothing.” Mr, Mor- 
genthau declared he would go direct 
to Athens. He d not planned to 
return to Greece until after the meet- 
ing of the Assembly of the League of 
Nations at Geneva early in September, 
which he will attend.

WASHINGTON, July 29— The sig- | 


nificance of what is now termed 
“Defense Day,” but which has been 


widely referred to as “Mobilization 
Day,” is being actively discussed 
here, Political managers are be- 
ginning to be uneasy over the feel- 
ing aroused against such an enter- 
prise at this time. 

Although President Coolidge was 
informed that September 12 was a 
day for inspection of the military 
forces rather than for general mobi- 
lization, it has not been so under- 
stood either by the persons who re- 
ceived the early statements from the 
War Department or by the state offi- 
clals, all of whom have used the 
word mobilization and have accepted 
this us what was intended by the 
Government. 

In mobilization 
“Confidential” issued to the Mary- 
land national guard by Adj.-Gen. 
Milton A. Record, every unit was 
commanded to “stand ready for the 
call to arms on Sept. 12, when 
American citizens from coast to 
coast would be called upon to take 
part in the greatest war-game re- 
hearsal in the country's history.” 


“Mobilization” Ordered 


Just before the date set, Albert C. 
Ritchie, Governor, was to receive 
the call for state troops from Prest- 
dent Coolidge, and would pass it on 
to the adjutant-general, who would 
promptly telegraph all national 
guard commanders, “Mobilize imme- 
diately.” It was further announced 
that commanders of organizations 
must have their men ready for in- 
duction into the federal service 
within three days. 

Volunteers for the national guard 
would be called, and for 24 days men 
might enlist voluntarily. Six days 
later the “draft” would go into ef- 
fect. The orders of the Maryland 
Attorney-General call for an “effec- 
tive system of censorship and coun- 
ter-espionage”’ in Maryland and for 
“information centers” in the more 
important centers of population. 

Charles W. Bryan, Governor of 
Nebraska and Democratic candidate 
for Vice-President, has refused to 
do anything on Sept. 12 that will 
contemplate mobilizing the civil or 
industrial resources of the country, 
or anything that savors of a national 
holiday devoted to preparation for 
war. 

He will, however, issue the procla- 
mation and general orders to as- 
semble the National Guard troops of 
the State for inspection and practice 
in military activities. He added that 
if the full program were carried out 
it would call men from the farms 
and offices and shops and involve 
tremendous economic waste.

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina, July 
29 (Special)—Oficial Brazilian dis- 
patches report that the rebels have 
evacuated Sao Paulo and the federals 
are in complete possession of the 
city. The American cable office at 
Sao Paulo reports that their office 
is in charge of the federals. 

Whether the rebels surrendered to 
the invading federals or merely evac- 
uated the city is not clear, although 
reports indicate that the federals 
still are faced with the problem of 
capturing the insurrectionist leaders. 

The federal victory was the result 
of a careful arrangement of the fed- 
eral advance during 24 days, wherein 
loyal troops from all parts of the 
Republic were mobilized outside of 
Sao Paulo in such members as to in- 
sure a successful drive.

For several days the federals had 
been carrying out a movement de- 
signed to encircle the rebels. A brill- | 
lant advance on the left wing, operat- | 
ing about 50 miles west, succeeded in | 
cutting all railfoad communications 
wherewith the rebels had been re- 
ceiving supplies. 

The right wing then advanced into 
the city and stormed the insurrec- 
tionist strongholds.

Natives Displace British in 
the More Attractive

ALLAHABAD, July 29—New dif- 
ficulties have arisen which, in the 
opinion of highly-placed officials 
here, further jeopardize the already 
dificult recruitment of Europeans 


for the Government services in In- 
dia. It is a consequence of the 
shelving of the Lord Lee commis- 
sion’s report. 

This report, it may be remembered, 
was to remove discontent among the 
European members of the Indfan 
Civil Service, who are still the back- 
bone of the civil administration in 
India. These Europeans until five 
years ago formed a corps d’élite, en- 
try to which was competed for by 
the flower of the youth in all British 
universities. 

Now this has changed, partly ow- 
ing to the salaries being fixed while 
the cost of living has risen enor- 
mously, but more because the intro- 
duction of democratic institutions 
has largely led to the displacement 
of Europeans by Indians in the more 
attractive posts. So many resigna- 
tions had taken place in consequence 
that a commission under Lord Lee 
was appointed by the British Gov- 
ernment to investigate the griev- 
ances. It made a number of recom- 
mendations, including improved sal- 
aries and free passages between In- 
dia and Europe. 

The Government of India, which 
might have brought these into opera- 
tion, has instead, for political rea- 
sons, transferred the report to pro- 
vincial administrations for this pur- 
pose, and later now proves unable 
to act, as their elected Indian ma- 
jorities on the local-legislative coun- 
cils refuse to sanction the requi- 
site measures. 

The deadlock is expected to con- 
tinue unless the British Government 
intervenes.

These 
relations recently became somewhat 
critical owing to Sofia’s failure to 
control the activities of the Bulgarian 
Komitadji in Macedonia, but in view 
of the persistence of the Bolshevist 
propaganda, Greece and Serbia un- 
doubtedly regard Communism ‘as a 
more immediate menace, while for 
Rumania, Russian penetration into 
Bessarabia through any agency is a 
question of the first importance. 

For all it is rather the political 
ramifications of Communism than 
Communism itself that are disquiet- 
ing and since Bulgaria undoubtedly 
Offers the most fertile soil, Athens, 
Belgrade and Bucharest are begin- 
ning to see some virtue in the ex- 
istence of the Bourgeois Bulgarian 
Government despite its inclination to 
favor old Macedonian ambitions. 

All this has not, however, pre- 
vented Greece and Jugoslavia from 
drawing Sofia’s serious attention to 
the concentration of numerous bands 
of Bulgarian Komitadji on their 
Macedonian frontiers. What, if any, 
arrangements have been reached be- 
tween Moscow and these revolution- 
ary organizations, is still a matter 
of conjecture. But it is evident they 
have received supplies of money and 
ammunition from some source and 
the natural inference is that Moscow 
is taking a hand in the game.

Persia’s Reply to American Note 
to Determine Imbrie Case Action 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


WASHINGTON, July 29— That 
the strongly-worded note which the 
Department of State has sent to Per- 
sia calls for immediate action on the 
part of that Government, and that 
this is necessary not only for politi- 
cal reasons, but even more for the 
economic independence of Persia and 
the much needed investment of 
American capital, is the consensus 
expressed here. , 

It is not expected at the State De- 
partment that a reply can be had 
from Persia until the Government 
has time to investigate the matters 
brought up in the American note. 
As was pointed out in this note, 
„The maintenance of relations be- 
tween countries is primarily de- 
pendent upon the according of ade- 
quate protection to their respective 
nationals and to their official repre- 
sentatives. This Government feels. 
that the continuance of its diplo- 
matic and consular representation 
in Persia will be dependent upon 
the action which the Persian Gov- 
ernment may take in this case to

Persia, as is well understood in 
the diplomatic world, needs the good 
will of the United States in special 
measure.

Carnegie corporation of New York, 
custodian of the bulk of the fortune 
left by Andrew Carnegie, today paid 
to Samuel Harden Church, president 
of the Carnegie Institute of Pitts- 
burgh, an 58.000.000 addition to the 
endowment for the educational work 
of the institute. 

It is understood that the gift had 
been under consideration for four 
years, because of the handicap under 
which the institute found itself as a 
result of the wartime depreciation 
of the currency. The corporation 
required the institute to make cer- 
tain changes in its educational plan 
with regard to other schools in the 
Pittsburgh district. and also stipu- 
lated alterations in its financial 
policy. 

“This is the largest gift ever made 
at one time for Pittsburgh educa- 
tion.” said Mr. Church, “and is one 
of the largest ever made in the his- 
tory of the world.

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Louizville Licenses Decrease 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 29 (Spe- 
cial) — Noticeable decrease in the 
number of saloons, which have op- 
erated under soft drink licenses 
since the advent of prohibition, dur- 
ing the next fiscal year, was fore- 
cast by L. D. Baldauf, secretary of 
the sinking fund. Persistent activi- 
ties of the police and federal prohibi- 
tion authorities in enforcement of 
the dry laws has had a telling effect, 
in the opinion of Mr. Baldauf, who 
estimated that the number of the 
saloons would drop 50 per cent after 
July 31, the close of the present 
fiscal year. There were approxi- 
mately 200 saloons operating this 
year, but fewer than half have made 
application to date for new soft 
drink licenses, Mr. Baldauf reported. 

Saloons in Louisville reached their 
peak in 1908 when there were more 
than 1300 in the city. Then the city | 
license was $250 a year. As the 
‘license was increased, first to $500 
and then to $1000 the number di- 
minished. At the advent of prohibi- 
‘tion there were 416 saloonkeepers 
paying $1000 city and $100 state 
licenses.

the death of 10 children and the 80 
rious ‘injury of a Mree number of 
others, In their public utterances the 
officials of the state Department of 
Health admitted the facts regarding 
Dallas, but said that such an occur- 
rence has now become impossible. 

Notwithstanding these assurances, 
the public cannot have forgotten 
what occurred in Concord and 
Bridgewater the latter part of 
January and the early part of 
February. In the Concord Acad- 
emy, 1% children were rendered 
seriously i] after inoculation with 
toxin-antitoxin and 25 children 
in a Bridgewater public school 
had a similar experience. This 
complete refutation of the claim 
of the state Department of Health 
officials has not made them any more 
cautious in their statements, al- 
though they have very materially re- 
duced the quantity of the toxin in 
their preparation. 

Doctors Disagree 

In trying to explain away the 
trouble in Concord and Bridgewater, 
they made the claim that the toxin- 
antitoxin was frozen, but Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Park, head of the New. York 
City Laboratory, made the following 
statement in an article in Hygeia 
for April, 1924. 

“It happens that several other 
preparations of toxin-antitoxin are 
employed in this country and during 
this same cold spell a number of 
Vials of each of these preparations 
were frozen and were afterward 
used. Fortunately there were no 
harmful effects whatever. These 
preparations have since been pur- 
posely frozen for different intervals 
of time and no change in toxicity 
has occurred. Why this special 
preparation (meaning the one used 
in Concord) should have shown this 
change is a riddle which may never 
be solved.“

King Opposed Dissolution, 
and Lyouba Davidovitch 
Forms Cabinet

LONDON, July 28—Jugoslavia's 
chronic constitutional crisis has been 
‘temporarily solved by the formation 
of a Coalition Ministry under Lyouba 
Davidovitch, leader of the Demo- 
cratic Party. f 

For some time the issues had re- 
vol ved around the minor question of 
a dissolution of Parliament and new 
elections. Nikola Pashitch obstinate- 
ly favored this course, but the King 
was reluctant to consent, doubtless 
considering that such a course would 


not provide a stable government at 
this juncture, while the political sit- 


uation is still in a state of flux. 
On July 19 the King charged 
Kade ba Jovanovitch, president of the 
ner, with the formation of a 
cabinet. After conferring with the 
- chiefs of various parties, he dis- 
0 that all save the Radicals 
under Mr. Pashitch and Mr. Prib- 


22 = ftehevitch opposed the dissolution. 


Failing to rally the Opposition 
around him, he decided to adhere to 
Mr. Pashitch’s views and gave up 
the task. 

The King, however, adhered to the 
opinion that a dissolution was unde- 
sirable and called in Mr. Davido- 
vitch, whose efforts met with speedy 
success. Taking the Premiership 
himself, he has secured Voyislav 
Marinkovitch, a very able and ex- 
perienced personality, as Foreign 
Minister. Mr. Koroshetz, a Roman 
Catholic priest. who leads the Slo- | 
venes, becomes Minister of Educa- 
tion and Religious Affairs. The Bos- 
nian Moslems are represented by 
Mehmet Effendi Sapho, Halil Effendi 
Hrasnitza, and Bekhmen Effendi, who 
take the portfolios of Justice and 
Social Welfare, respectively. Two 
other Democrats, Peter Markovitch 
and Dragoutin Petrovitch, take Posts 
and Telegraphs and Public Works, 
respectively; a non- party soldier, 
General Hajitch, takes the Ministry 
of War, while one dissident Radical, 
Nastas Petrovitch, was roped in for 
the important portfolio of the Inte- 
rior. 

On the whole, it is a curious but 
a fairly strong combination, which 
may secure a working majority in 
the present Skupshtina. Some addi- 
tions or alterations may take place 
when the attitude of the Croatian 
Peasant Party is declared. Stephen 
Raditch, their somewhat unbalanced 
leader, appears, as was expected, to 
have committed a grave blunder by 
yielding to Bolshevist intrigues with 
accompanying offers of financial as- 
sistance. Several members of his 
party have taken a strong line 
against the proposal to affiliate with 
Moscow’s Third Internationale, with 
the result that splits have occurred 
which may have considerable bear- 
ing on the political situation in Jugo- 
slavia. Any break away from the 
Croatian Nationalists would natu- 
rally strengthen the present coali- 
tion and presumably put Mr. Pa- 
shitch and the Radicals in a definite 
minority. 


In any case, the formation of 
Lyonba Davidovitch’s ministry ends 
for the time being the crisis which 
has existed since April, when the de- 
cigjon of the Croatians to take seats 
in the Skupshtina (they had previous- 
ly abstained) robbed Mr. Pashitch of 
his governing majority.

This picture has twice 
viewed in these columns, yet the first 
presentation in Boston offers ovca- 
sion to call attent'on to its large edu- 
cational value. “The Dramatic Life of 
Abraham Lincoln” is a sincere effort, 
without ostentatious expense for 
huge settings, to give a straightfor- 
ward history of the emancipator.

It is evident that much care has 
been taken with the details of such 
intimate backgrounds as the log 
cabin of Lincoln's birth, the rude 
settlement of the pioneers in New 
Salem where the future Presiden: 
began his preparations to become a 
lawyer. and where he wooed Anne 
Rutledge. and the scenes in the 
White House and on the battlefield 
after he became the Civil War Presi- 
dent. The exterior scenes, such s 
the view along Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Washington, and the battle episodes. 
can scarcely be regarded as up to 
the standards that one inevitably 
carries to the theater since the days 
when the larger producing orgeniza- 
tlon began to present such scenes 
without regard to expense. 

Happily, however, the appeal of 
this photoplay is personal and hu 
man, and centers around the absorb- 
ing figure of Lincoln: the spectacu- 
lar scenes are really incidenta! and 
are not used for mere welght of 
effect to carry the story.

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Speakers at Harvard Stress 
Professional Ideals to 
_ Guidance Workers 


Aims, ideals and practical meth- 
ods to be used by guidance workers 
were discussed at the annual sum- 
mer conference of the New Eng- 
land Vocational Guidance Associa- 
tion held yesterday afternoon in the 
New Lecture Hall at Harvard Uni- 
versity. The guidance worker is 
pre-eminently a social scientist and 
while building. up the professional 
ideal from within should labor un- 
ceasingly to eliminate from the 
ranks all those whose activities or 
lack of training tend to discredit 
the profession, said Prof. Edwin A. 
Lee, director of the division of vo- 
cational education and examiner of 
schools for the University of Cali 
fornia,. who spoke on “The Pro- 
fessionalization of the Guidance 
Worker.” Other speakers were Dr. 
Jeremiah E. Burke, superintendent 
of schools in Boston, and Dr. Walter 
Van Dyke Bingham of Carnegie In- 
stitutes of Technology, Pittsburgh, 


a. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Miss Susan J. Ginn, director of voca- 
tional guidance in the Boston public 
schools, president of the association. 
who spoke briefly on the importance 
of vocational guidance and the desir- 
ability of extending it to every school. 
Statistics gathered by her depart- 
ment revealed that 52 per cent of the 
graduates of Boston high schools, ex- 
clusive of the two Latin schools, 
pursued their education beyond the 
high school. Such information was 
valuable to the guidance worker in 
mapping out the work to be carried 
on, and every such department was 
advised to gather such and other 
statistics as an aid in the proper 
conduct of the work. 

Moral Values Emphasized 

Dr. Burke, speaking of the voca- 
tional work carried on in the Boston 
schools, emphasized the importance 
of bringing out moral values, as well 
as technical. He stated his convic- 
tion that wide and ever wider voca- 
tional opportunity should be afforded 
the school child, and that he should 
be transferred from one to the other 
untl he found his niche. 
schools offered that to the pupil, he 
said, children could not be kept 
away from school. He pointed out 
that the people of the United States 
spent more on pleasure cars than 
they did on education. If they could 
keep pleasure cars, they could spend 
the money needed for properly edu- 
cating the young.

CONCORD, N. H., July 29 (Special) 
—Inauguration of a movement to 
provide public school education for 
all the children of New Hampshire 
is contained in the platform pre- 


sented by Henry D. Yeaton of Straf- 
ford County, who is seeking the Re- 
publican nomination for the state 
legislature. His platform contains 
two planks: 

1. All children within school ape 
shall be reqquired to attend the 
public schools. 

2. In order that free speech may 
be obtained to all the people, no city 
shall deny the use of Its hall for a 
lecture on any subjejct. 

The reference to free speech is oc- 
casioned by the action of several 
cities in refusing to permit the Ku 
Klux Klan to hold meetings in pub- 
lic buildings. Frederic E. Small. 
when Mayor of Mr. Yeaton's city of 
Rochester, refused to permit a Klan 
meeting in the municipal opera 
house, a fact which became the issue 
in the last political campaign in that 
city, in which Mr. Small was de- 
feated for re-election.

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Camp Stoves Easily 


Made 
N calling many people to a week 


that hot 
or two of camping out in the woods 
or on the shore of a pretty lake. How 
to build a camp stove is then impor- 
tant, because food cannot be cooked 
easily and quickly without some kind 
of fireplace. Besides, open fires are 
often the cause of forest conflagra- 
tions. Carrying along a stove is both- 
ersome, but a serviceable fireplace 


can be made on the camping ground. 
The three stoves described in this 
article have been used successfully 


in the Minnesota woods. 

The rock stove is made of any kind 
of available stones, such as can be 
found almost anywhere. The rocks 
are placed in a circle or in a square 
large enough to inclose the ‘fire. Put 
the large stones in position first, and 
then place smaller ones in between 
to fill up the openings, and make the 
walls as tight as possible. The stove 
need not be more than a foot and a 
half or two feet high. The firewood 
is thrown in from the top. Where 
long slabs of stone can be found, sev- 
eral of these may be placed across 


OW weather has ar- 
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rived, the big outdoors is again 


the top in such a way as to make 
a support for the cooking utenalls. 
Otherwise heavy wire laced across 
the top will make a handy support. 
You should take some of this wire 
— when you go camping, as it 
will be found useful for many things, 
If you have no wire, and can find no 
stone slabs, green poles must be uti- 
lized for the utensil support. They 
will burn off, but others can easily 
be substituted. 

If you need only a temporary stove, 
as when you wish to camp over one 
night, a serviceable fireplace can be 
arranged by digging a hole in the 
ground one foot deep and three or 
four feet in diameter, and.shoveling 
away the side facing the wind, so 
that the air can rush in and create a 
draft.. Place green poles across the 

hole to support the pans. Over a fire-

where one was snapped, The writer 
solved this difficu:ty in the following 
manner: 

If she does not wish to write upon 
the negative (because the print, of 
course, shows the signature each 
time) she uses white ink and writes 
below the print in her album, which 
has the usual black leaves.

Unique Training for 
Civic Work 


RS, MARY H. MORAN, director 
of the Training School for 
Public Service in Boston, is a 

woman ably fitted for her work. For 
many years she hag been interested 
if all kinds of constructive and pro- 
gressive forms of activity. During the 
World War she spent several years in | 
France, giving all her time to refugee 
relief work, and in recognition of 
her splendid service, she was placed, 
just after the armistice, in charge 
of the American Red Cross in Ruma- 
nia, where she remained for three 
years. She now devotes her time to 
a.school for policewomen, which of- 
fers unusual and valuable training 
and is of inestimable service to the 
community. 


The work of the school originally 
began, during 1921, under Miss Ber- 
nice V. Brown, now dean of Radcliffe 
College, and was organized by the 
Women's Municipal League of Bos- 
ton and the Massachusetts section of 
the National Civic Federation. . 

The school is intended primarily 
for women who want to take civil 
service examinations and enter the 
public service, but it is open also to 
women, who wish to inform them- 
selves about modern city govern- 
selves about city government, 


The first three months of study are 
devoted to the general background 
of city government; it includes lec- 
tures on city history, the social 
structure ot the modern city, city 
planning, forms of government, work 
of the city departments, civil serv- 
ice, city geography, etc. This work 
is allied with that of Simmons Col- 
lege and the machinery of their 
school for social work is always a, 
the disposal of the training school. 

After this preliminary work the 
student can select any one of three 
courses, which are so arranged that 
students occupied during the day

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This Universal Affection for Nature 


T 18 @ question seldom asked and 
mever answered, whence comes 
our affection for the earth, the 

fondness which is felt at least now 
and then by nearly everyone for this 
world of color and form which we 
inhabit. If we ask that question 60 
seldom it is probably because we 
despair of getting an answer to a 
query so fundamental. If there is 
nothing to be gained by argument 
about matters of ‘taste, as Horace 
' reminded us, what good can possibly 
roma of an attempt to anafyze and 
imstiiv our affections, which go 50 
„very mach aueper, and particularily 
from @n examination of this all but 
3 love Of earth which is per- 
Hidden and most 
? For who can num- 
o centuries, or the ages, since 
) felt this love and felt his 
Aeap with gratitude for the 
ung and undeserved largess of 
earth's beauty? The years are not 
many, to be suré, since he first 
became sharply conscious of his de- 
votlon and found words to express 
what he felt. In comparison with 
the whole vast span of his relations 
with the good brown soil this con- 
scious affection is only of yesterday, 
yet he has felt somé fondness for the 
wild wise mother through all his 
upward climb; some feeling of de- 
pendence and of fidelity has always 
been one of the constant elements 
of our human nature. 
> > + 


Scholars more learned than wise 
have told us that they find little evi- 
dence in ancient literatures of this 
love of the earth, and- that indeed it 
seems hardly to have existed for 
more than a few centuries. 
as they are to deal with words rather 
than with the thoughts and feelings 
which words obscurely shadow forth, 
such scholars take a very partial 
view. Because they do not find in 
ancient Greek literature, for ekam- 
ple, the same treatment of Nature in 
isolation as they discover in Words- 
worth, they can make no other infer- 
ence than that the love of Nature did 
not then exist, quite ignoring the 
posefbility that it may have existed 
so transcendentiy, may have so per- 
meated all Greek civilization, that no 
one ever thought of considering it 
separately. No argument can be 
‘based upon silence. Actually, this 
devotion is rooted deep in time. On 
the scale of ite immense age the 
Greeks are our contemporaries, No 
wonder, then, that. we so seldom 
grope downward into our human 
past and try to draw it up into the 
light. 

The love of the earth is neither 
coffined to the last Yew hundred 
years of history nor is it the special 
mark or prerogative of any special 
class of men women, such as 
painters or poets, dut in every man 
aud woman and child who looks up 
with delight at the voyaging clouds 
or who loves to hear ‘the lisping 
language of the west wind’ among 
poplar boughs it is present—unsus- 
pected perhaps, and all but voice- 
less, but still there. The farmer 
‘who talks only of his crops and of

the good haying weather, who lin- 
gers at the barn door in the :wilight 
to hear the cattle movin. in their 
stalls; the shepherd whose conver- 
sation is only of wool and sheep- 
dogs; the golfer who seems to think

it in their various ways, unintention- 
ally and unawares. When Boswell 
tells us in his Tour of the Hebrides 
that neither he nor the great friend 
who was with him had any part!cu- 
lar interest in Nature,“ how are 
What was it, 
tien, that took these two city dwell- 
ers over so many miles of moor and 
fen, helped them to endure the 
wretched roads. of the Highlands, 
made them sleep so happily in barns 


and hovels, caused even the indolent 
and London-loving Johnson to put 
up with the discomforts of western 
Scotland with such a good measure 
of alacrity? Both men would have 
us think that they were in quest of 
information—which they might have 
acquired in greater quantity and ac- 
curacy in the British Museum. But 
no, what lured them and led them 
on was simply the love of earth, 
although they did not know it. Bos- 
well meant to say, no doubt, that 
neither he nor the companion of his 
journey had any special interest in 
what was then called the “pictur- 
esque,” but this is a very different 
and easily separable thing, the taste 
for which was extremely rare and 
indeed scarcely known in 1770. 

Landscape painting as we now un- 
derstand it was then in its infancy, 
and it is to modern landscape paint- 
ing that we owe far more than we 
usually realize of our sense of the 
picturesque in Nature. The Four- 
teen Discourses upon Art by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, who was the con- 
temporary anti friend of these two 
travelers, show conclusively how 
littlé attention was then paid to it. 
The pioneer work of Richard Wilson 
was still in the future. Constable 
and Gainsborough and Crome were 
still to come. The many influential 
works of Willlam Gilpin on English 
landscape were as vet scarcely 
known, In, the poetry of Spenser, 
Shakespeare and the younger Mil- 
ton, to be sure, some vague outlines 
of English countrysides had been 
drawn, but the modern feeling for 
the picturesque had not yet been 
developed. For this sort of thing 

e do not go to Boswell and Dr. 
Johnson; but the love of earth in Ite 
simpler and more elemental form 
they certainly had.

Even today we may see and feel 
for ourselves how, easily separable 
is the deep, abiding and universal 
love of earth from any considera- 
tions of the picturesque or even of 
beauty in landscape. Perhaps no 
other affection can subsist upon 
such Spartan fare. It needs no far 
journeys to the Alps, the Grand 
Cafion or Niagara, but is quite as 
content with any little hill or with 
the humblest stream winding among 
meadow grass. Nay, it requires no 
grass, no hill, no stream whatever. 
The brown earth and gray sky of 
November are enough for 
chat W. H. Hudson ever asked was 
an open land stretching tnbroken 


to the horizon, and certainly no man 
in our 


time has had a deepey joy 
in the earth than he packed into his 
eighty years. Richard Jefferies 
touched the heights of happiness 
while sitting on a bare chalk down 
of the Berkshire country and in 
watching a meadow of waving grass. 
Thoreau could never find a land- 
scape sufficiently bare and un- 
adorned for his ascetic taste, and he 
once said that he could spend a 
happy month standing up to the chin 
in a sphagnum swamp. He loved 
trees and flowers, certainly, and he 
saw the beauty of verdant meadows 
and summer sky :.s well as another 
man, but all these were unnecessary 
and externa] ornaments and not the 
thing itself, not the mere all-suffic- 
ing earth which needed no such 
garish gauds to command his devo- 


tion.

Emerson saw this too. 
spirit which suffices great hearts, 
says he, “seems to come forth from 
every dry knoll of sere grass, from 
every pine-stump and half-embedded 
stone on which the dull March sun 
shines.” And again he writes, still 
more to the purpose, in the midst of 
a pan to his own plain litte Con- 
cord: “In. every landscape the point 
of astonishment is the meeting of the 
sky and the earth; and that is seen 
from the first hillock as well as from 
the tops of the Alleghanies. The 
stars at night stoop down over the 
brownest and homeliest common 
with all the spiritual magnificence 
which they shed on the Campagna or 
on the marble deserts of Egypt. The 
up-rolled clouds and the colors of 
morning and evening will transfigure 
maples and alders.“ 

It comes to us not only in 
the high midsummer pomps or in 
some gorgeous and world-famous 
landscape, but wherever we may be, 
on the desert, among mountains, be- 
side lonely and forgotten lakes, on 
the monotonous flat of the prairies 
—yes, and very often in the city 
streets. Very certainly it is true, in 
a sense which Byron did not intend 
and would not fully have uhderstood, 
that we need not “love man thé lesa” 
because we love Nature more, for in 
the love of earth we share a com- 
mon fi g with the world's most 
anc bitants ahd with all our 
dist mysterious fellows of to- 
day. 

Out 
come. it is deeper and larger 
than any poetry we shall ever write. 
Beauty is an added grace, but super- 
ficial, for the earth is far more than 
beautiful. The earth has been 
teaching us for these millions of 
years, but knowledge and wisdom are 
not the half of its gift.

most of them for new machines and 
early delivery. It is impossible to 
say whether the confident expectations 
of continued expansion in this indus- 
try will be realized, but it is quite 
evident that plans to this end have 
been laid. 

British capital continues to look to 
Canada, the well-known British mill- 
ing firm of Spilers, Limited, having 
made an offer for the purchase of the 
capital stock of the Alberta Flour 
Mills, Limited. It is believed that 
this will be accepted. This, with their 
already heavy investments at Van- 
couver, will place this company in a 
strong position in the Canadian grain 
and flour trade. 

Respecting the development of water 
‘powers generally, Hon. A. David, pro- 
vincial secretary of Quebec, made an 
important statement the other day. 
He said that it would be many years 
before Quebec industry would require 
the total use of the water powers of 
that Province, and since there was a 
_ controversy over the question of ex- 

port, would it not be well to find a 

solution through bringing both parties 

together. Realizing the desirability of 
procuring American capital, he sug- 
gested the creation of “neutral zones.’ 
New Plan Explained 
Mr. David, speaking on this subject, 
said, “Can we not create ‘neutral’ 
zones in the immediate neighborhood 
of great hydroelectric developments, 
where American capital after develop- 
ing the water powers, could develop 
industries where the raw material, if 
it came from the United States, would 
be permitted to enter free of duty and 
leave the country in manufactured 
state also without paying duty? To 
create such ‘zones’ would, of course, 
- require the co-operation of the fed- 
eral authorities. Needless to say, if the 
manufactured goods were to return 
to Canada they would be subjected to 
customs duties.” 

Mr. David pointed out that by the 
creation of such neutral zones Quebec 
would obtain, first; capital: second, 
of water powers; 
third, the establishment of produc- 
tive centers which would increase our 
economic capital; fourth, the employ- 
ment of workmen here so that they 
would not have to seek work else- 
where; and fifth, it could be hoped 
that a large number of those who had 
soft would return home.

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GIVEN FARMERS 


Greater Purchasing Power 
Should Tend toStimulate 
All Industries 


CHICAGO, July 29 (Special) — Busi- 
ness sentiment in the central west has 
been greatly improved by the rise in 
the price of grains. Encouragement 
to the farmer and increase of his buy- 


ing power from this source, bankers 
believe, will do much to allay agita- 
tion and have a beneficial effect on all 
industries. , 

“The agricultural districts are thaw- 
’ said John J. Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the IIlinols Merchants Trust 
Company and a member of the ad- 
visory council of the federal reserve 
board, “and they are. enjoying real 
prosperity as a result of the recent ad- 
vances in grain and live stock values. 
help to release ‘frozen’ 
credits in many of the localities where 
banks have been embarrassed, and 


-| agriculture is encouraged by the pres- 


ence of better than dollar corn and 
the higher prices of wheat and oats. 

“Railroad men with whom I have 
talked tell me that in the northwest 
the outlook ia decidedly more en- 
couraging. The corn crop there has 
made great strides and bears the 
promise of maturing into a large yield 
Wheat, oats and other small 
grains also have progressed toward 
maturity under favorable weather 
conditions, and the prices farmers 
have been receiving recently have 
greatly improved their financial posi- 
tion. They have been marketing 
wheat and Hats freely, and the result 
of this will be reflected presently in 
easier banking econditions throughout 
the farming country, where the em- 
barrassment has been more or less 
serious. 

Future Prosperity 

“This upward movement in grain 
and live stock will figure as a big 
factor in our future prosperity. In 
this part of the country conditions 
have not been ‘favorable for corn, but 
this hot weather will bring it forward 
rapidly, and in another two weeks its 
appearance should be much Improved. 
The railroads will participate in the 
prosperity which will accompany the 
upward course of farm products, and 
the country at large will respond to 
this betterment.” 

The grain futures administration 
reports that the volume of trading in 
wheat futures on the Chicago Board 
of Trade on Wednesday, July 23, 
total, was 81,009,000 bushels. Since 
Jan. 1, 1921, these figures have been 
exceeded only three times: Oct. 5, 1921, 
Feb, 8 1922, and March 9, 1922. On 
the first date the large volume of trad- 
ing was accompanied by a decline in 
December wheat of 3% cents. On the 
second date there was an advance in 
May wheat of 2% cents, and on the 
third date a decline in May wheat of 
6% cents. These figures are given 


as a basis of comparison with the ad- 


vance of 6% cents in September wheat 
registered in connection with the 
active trading of last week. The total 
sales of all grain futures last Wednes. 
day was 118,468,000 bushels, of which 
65 per cent was in September wheat. 


General Electric, Expands 


An interesting expansion move on 
the part of the General Electric Com- 
pany is indicated in the rise of 7 points 
in the stock of the Hurley Machine 
Company which featured the local 
stock market last week. This com- 
pany, it is understood, will be ac- 
quired by General Electric, which al- 
ready owns about a third of its stock. 

The Hurley company manufactures 
some of the best electrical devices for 
household use in the market, and it 
le in this field that General Electric 

hes to strengthen its position. A 
holding company probably will be or- 
ganized to take over control of the 
Hurley company and any other com- 
panies in kindred lines that General 
Electric may decide to acquire.

The Problems at London 


TME Monitor is not among the newspapers 
Which believe that the failure of the con- 
ference now in progress in London would nec- 
essarily be followed by complete chaos in 
Europe. The amazing thing about the Euro- 
pean situation is not its tendency to disinte- 
grate, its financial difficulties, nor its social 
unrest. What is remarkable, and at the same 
time encouraging, is the extent to which order, 
industry, and financial recuperation have made 
headway against conditions which would seem 
to have threatened the complete collapse of 
both industrial and financial systems, and gov- 
ernments themselves. a 

The one fact alone, that Bolshevism has 
never been able to' make the slightest advance 
west of Russia, is a sufficient proof of the deter- 
mination of all classes of European society, in 
whatever nation they may be found, to re-estab- 
lish the old social order, and to make their 
way—by slow and painful stages, no doubt— 
back to those conditions of peace and prosper- 
ity that antedated the black year of 1914. 

This determination is not going to be shaken, 
certainly is not going to be destroyed, by even 
an unfavorable ‘outcome of the present con- 
ference. And yet it is fervently to be hoped 
that out of that conference may dome a plan 
which will secure the enthusiastic adhesion 
of all the parties to it. There is more than 
one side to each of the questions involved. 
Nothing is to be gained by dogmatic declara- 
tions that only this plan or that can secure 
justice, and that opponents of any plan are 
merely selfish obstructionists. What one coun- 
try wants most, and in many instances what 
one country deserves to have, is not best for 
all, and is positively detrimental to some. 

France wants the full measure of the rep- 
arations awarded to her by the Versailles Con- 
ference, and demands, furthermore, assurance 
that payment of these reparations shall not be 
made problematical by Germany’s incurring an 
enormous debt which must be met before rep- 
arations payments can be resumed. Germany, 
on her part, wishes felief from the burden of 
reparations, and a heavy loan wherewith to 
stabilize her currency and put her industry on 
its feet again. Great Britain seeks primarily 
the reopening of the markets of Germany and 
the restoration of the purchasing power of that 
country. Secondarily, gt wants assullnce of 
the payment, at some time, of foreign debts. 

The United States desires primarily such 
re-establishment of order in Europe as will 
re-create a demand for American exports; and 
secondarily, it, too, wishes assurance that for- 
eign debts shall be paid. And finally, the bank- 
ers, both English and American, in the pursu- 
ance of their profession, are desirous of seeing 
such arrangements made that they will have 
a large international loan to handle, the secu- 
rity of which shall not be affected by the in- 
gistence of France on prior security for its 
reparations claims. 

Now, none of these aspirations or desires is in 


the individuals cherishing it. The task is to har- 
monize conflicting claims, and to discover a 
compromise which shall be acceptable to all. It 
is interesting to note the almost unanimous 
gratification with which the American news- 
papers today are declaring that the compromise 
proposals offered by the American representa- 
tives are likely to effect this harmony. Even 
those newspapers which most bitterly oppose 


the entrance of the United States upon anything 


like an international organization for the main- 
tenance of order exultantly proclaim the supe- 
rior quality of the American unofficial repre- 
sentatives in the efforts of all to find a common 
ground of action. 


No one will quarrel over the technicality as to 
ewhether Secretary Hughes and his American 
associates are acting officially or unofficially, if 
the result of their action shall be the smooth- 
ing out of the difficulties which for a time 
made success of the conference seemingly im- 
possible. And yet if success attends their 
efforts it will be a new evidence that the par- 
ticipation of the United States in European 
affairs will help in the reconstruction of orderly 
society in that war-wrecked land, and that out 
of it will come such profit to the American 
people as always accompanies close fellowship 
with other nations in the activities of trade 
and of finance. 

It is to be hoped that the London conference 
will be fully successful. Its failure does not 
mean a new European cataclysm, but its suc- 
cess would mean a rapid start toward the re- 
newal of orderly conditions on the Continent, 
and a striking object lesson of the value of 
American association with the other civilized 
nations of the world in works of order and 
of peace.

It Is Easy to Be Objeet-Struck“ 


VERYONE who has learned to steer a 
sled, ride a bicycle or drive a motor car 
knows the troubles and dangers that beset be- 
ginners who allow themselves to become 
“object-struck.”’ A stone, a rut in the road, an 
approaching automobile, any object that one 
must avoid, grows in size, fascinates with ex- 
aggerated importance and fixes one’s con- 
sciousness on it to the exclusion of needed 
attention to the immediate job—the easy, un- 
conscious adaptation of the body to the motion 
and equilibrium of sled or bicycle, or the com- 
plicated controls of the motor car. It is very 


likely to draw one toward the object feared 
instead of away from it, and it causes many a 
smash or tumble. ; 

Others besides sled, bicycle and motor-car 
novices are subject to the dangers of being 
“object-struck.” . Especially, in a presidential 
year, American politicians and voters are 
highly susceptible to it. The Democratic con- 
vention in New York furnished a dramatic ex- 
ample. There were two big questions like 
bowlders in the path of that assemblage. The 
pilots of the machine would have given a great 
deal if they could have avoided them. But the 
leaders and the delegates could see nothing 
else, and so steered right into both at once. 
What a smash! It looked as if the machine 
would be a hopeless wreck. It took over two 
weeks to get it in running order again. 

One may be “object-struck” by shadows or 
imaginary ‘things as well as by actualities. 
America’s foreign relations illustrate this. The 
United States simply must go along the road 
of friendly co-operation with other nations. 


But politicians and voters whom they have mis- 


led with various imaginary obstacles can see 
only these. They are object-struck by en- 
tangling alliances,” or “loss of sovereignty,” 
or caricatures of the World Court. 

During the presidential campaign of 1924, 
which is sure to be one of the most interesting 
and important in the country’s history, there 
are to be three instead of the usual two chief 
sets of party advocates, who will use much 
valuable time and thought in devising and 
placing along the voter’s highway elaborately 
constructed “objects,” either to attract or to 
repel riders seeking the goal of enlightened 
decision on real issues. It will help voters to 
make progress toward that goal and to reach 
it clear-headed and unconfused on Nov. 4, if 
they realize early how easy it is to become 
“object-struck” and if they resolve from the 
very beginning of the journey to pay no heed 
to the varied contraptions set up along the way 
to bewilder and mislead them. 

A good many party managers are “object- 
struck” with the old idea that such campaign 
scarecrows are the chief things with which to 
influence voters. This is a good year for the 
citizens to show how mistaken this notion is. 


The French Amnesty Bill 


HE new French Chamber has lost. little 

time in passing an amnesty bill which is 
designed to extend pardon to all offenders— 
except those guilty ofgundoubted tresson and 
these deserters who have not since surrendered 
—during the war. It is true that the Senate 
has not yet ratified the decision of the Cham- 
ber, but this ratification cannot be long de- 
layed, and it is not anticipated that the Senate 
will put itself into opposition with the Cham- 
ber on this question. It may, however, make 
certain modifications, for in some respects it 
is held that the amnesty bill will release upon 
society a number of dangerous criminals. 

The Communists, on the other hand, declare 
that the measure does not go far enough, and 
in this they are supported by the Socialists, 
who express themselves through the Quotidien. 
This organ declares that the national con- 


the slightest degree discreditable to the nation or science will not be satisfied with proposals 


which exclude deserters and those condemned 
by court-martial. 

The Radicals and the Socialists accused their 
opponents of want of heart, branding them as 
oppressors. The opponents of the Radicals 
retorted that the Bloc des Gauches is the friend 
of the criminals of France and must study the 
interests of its constituents. But this excess 
on both sides may be ignored; the Senate will 
take a middle course, and it is the middle course 
which truly commends itself. 

There is no doubt that an immense number 
of injustices were committed during the war. 
Feelings were inflamed, and it may well be 
that a number of innocent persons were con- 
demned. Even those who were rightly sen- 
tenced according to the code were punished 
for offenses which in days of peace would be 
regarded as of little account. It is surely not 
only desirable, but imperative, that so long 
after the war there should be an attempt at 
forgiveness and at appeasement. 

But it is to be deprecated that more and 
more should, in the present circumstances, be 
asked for, and the Government thus be placed 
between two fires. Nor is the moment pro- 
pitious, when it has been decided to liberate 
prisoners or obliterate the record of their 
offenses, to invent a new kind of offense and to 
pillory the military men who in difficult cir- 
cumstances, sometimes making mistakes, did 
their duty according to the best of their belief. 

The amnesty is an excellent thing, of which 
men of good will will thoroughly approve, pro- 
vided it is not spoilt by recriminations and is 
not given the appearance of a political vendetta. 

The most important feature of the bill is the 
pardon which it accords to M. Caillaux and 
M. Malvy. M. Malvy has already explated the 
sentence passed upon him by the Senate, sit- 
ting as a High Court of Justice, for dereliction 
of duty in the post of Minister of the Interior. 
He has now taken his seat in the Chamber 
again. But M. Caillaux, without the bill, would 
be still deprived for the next six years of the 
political rights of the ordinary citizen. He 
was found guilty of correspondence with enemy 
subjects, though not for purposes of treason. 
His case has aroused the greatest controversy, 
and he has his passionate partisans and pas- 
sionate opponents. 

On the whole, whatever may be the view 
that is taken of his behavior during the war, it 
is highly desirable that he should be included 
in the Government measure; though whether 
he will be best serving his country in return- 


ing to Parliament—and perhaps to power—is 
another matter. Certainly there would rage 


round his person a bitter strife. 


But when all reservations are made, when 
imprudent declarations on both sides are dis- 
counted, the world will approve of the steps 
now taken by the French Government, ahd 
will welcome this gesture of pardon for faults 
which were often faults of circumstance and 
faults of human weakness. 


Using Water and Saving Coal 

NTEREST in the report recently made by 

the engineer subcommittee of the north- 
eastern superpower committee will be general 
throughout the United States, because the 
problems discussed and the methods recom- 
mended apply throughout all the sections 
where potential power is now allowed to go 
to waste. Any plan which promises to save 
60,000,000 tons of coal annually cannot fail to 
appeal to everyone. 

City dwellers, unless they have traveled 
somewhat, and unless they have observed as 
they have traveled, perhaps do not realize to 
what extent the development of hydroelectric 
power. projects has been carried on in the 
northeastern, middle western and Pacific coast 
states in the last decade. The energy gener- 
ated is carried into hundreds of small towns 
and cities, and to thousands upon thousands 
of farms. But the steady industrial ‘growth 
that has kept always in advance of this devel- 
opment has made impossible any considerable 
saving in coal consumption. Now, because of 
the constantly increasing cost of coal, coupled 


with the periodical interruption in coal pro- | 
duction, the economic necessity is presented of | 
utilizing to a greater degree the comparatively | 


inexpensive power of those rivérs and streams 


which have never been fully ‘harnessed since 
the old-fashioned water gristmills of a half- | 


century ago were abandoned. 
But the manufacturer in the small inland 


city and the farmer who is able to connect his | 


pumps, his milking machine, his wood saw and 
his ensilage cutter to the power line in his 


vicinity, have discovered that they are taxed | 
In many sections | 


heavily for the privilege. 
the tendency seems to be to monopolize all 
power-producing streams and to demand for 


the service rendered the maximum which con- | 


sumers can be made to pay. There are two 
sides to the problem, however. The financial 
undertaking is a large one, and the risk is 
great. Like an public ser Ace corporations, the 
hydroelectric companies are under a tremen- 
dous expense, due to the high cost of material 
and labor. Their defense against the claim 


that they are monopolizing a natural resource 


is that unless they can control the production 
and distribution of power in a given area they 
cannot conduct their business profitably. 


The report just made public discusses the 


problem of power development in the terri- 


tory embraced within the states of Maine, New | 
Rhode | 
Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, | 


Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, and the 
District of Columbia. Reference is also made 
to conditions in ONio, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, because under certain contingencies 
there may be an interchange of power between 
the sections. Other portions of the United 
States divide as naturally into separate or con- 
tributing power areas, because of the fact that 
by processes now applicable it is possible to 
transmit the energy produced over great dis- 
tances without much loss. 

It appears conclusively from the report that 
even the complete development of potential 
water-power sources in the northeastern area 
can supply not more than 25 per cent of the 
power demanded. At present, it is said, prac- 
tically 38 per cent of the water power ulti- 


mately available is being utilized. The prin- | 


cipal dependence in the future, as in the past, 
therefore, must be upon coal. But great econo- 
mies are proposed by the establishing of inter- 
communicating power systems which make 
possible the utilization of coal at points near 


the mines and the transmission of the energy | 


generated to points of consumption.

But, or at least so Big Bill says in 
the Moving Picture World, it is all in the way the 
bandit rides, or in the tricks to which the cattle 
rustlers resort, and soon. One thing is certain, 
anyhow, that wild west dramas produced with- 
out the saloon won't lose anything thereby and 
are much more likely to be tolerable to the 
ordinary frequenter of the movies.“ 


It is no mean distinction which Cochin has 
attained in becoming the first state in India 
to sweep aside all sex disqualifications and to 
allow women not only to vote, but to be eligi- 
ble for the nomination or election to member- 
ship of its reformed Legislative Council. That 
present indications point to the fact that not 
many women will actually be elected is really 
aside from the question. More important is 
it that the women of Cochin are reported as 
awakening to their interests and as taking 
steps to make this newly gained privilege of 
real value to them. It is to be hoped that when 
they come fully into their own they will rise 
to their opportunities better than the enfran- 
chised women in America.

League Sentiment in Europe 


GENEVA, July - There was atime | 


when it was necessary to come to 
Geneva to discover the League of 
Nations. What the League was do- 
ing, then, was seen best in the eco- 
nomic and political laboratory of its 
own headquarters in the Hotel 
National. That, however, is true no 
longer. The great establishment on 
the Quai Wilson has gone through 
its period of apprenticeship. Or. 
perhaps, one may say more ac- 
curately that a public, unused to the 
manipulation of such machinery as 
the League set up, has gone through 
its period of apprenticeship. At any 
rate, the League today is recognized 
as the full-fledged master of its trade 
of international craftsmanship. As 
a result the handiwork of the League 
is found throughout Europe, and one 
need no longer come to Geneva to 
discover it. 

At the center of League activity 
one sees, very quickly, that the skill 
of the organization in doing odd jobs 
here and there throughout Europe 
has resulted in a widespread confi- 
dence in the League itself. So-called 
charter members of the secretariat, 
who are able, year in and year out 
to scrutinize the progreas of the 
League have expressed their aston- 
ishment at the extent to which. in 


the last ye | 
year and a half, responsible the League.

Uncleanliness and laziness breed 
crime. Getting the prisoner used to 
honest and decent work, especially 
such work as he can use after his 
discharge, and Inculcating in him 
the working habit, will result in 
keeping many from further crime 
and in getting thém back to natural 
conditions. 

I want to stop the ill treatment 
of prisoners and the mismanage- 
ment of prisons, not only for the 
sake of the prisoners themselves but 
for the sake of the public. It is a 
low-grade civilization where those 
in charge do not properly take care 
of their dependents. 

In the publication, “The World's 
Famous Prisons,” by the Grolier So- 
clety of London, the first volume re- 
ferring to conditions in the eight- 
eenth century concludes as follows:

manners in the eighteenth 
Hoth the atrocity of the 
barbarity of the 
punishments surpass everything 
the twentieth century can show, 
while to the populace generally the 
highwayman and the bully were 
heroes, Though our century is by 
no means free from crime, we may 
congratulate ourselves that we 
have advanced beyond the elght- 
eenth, at least wo far us crimes of 
violence are concerned. 

You will notice that at that time 
great severity against the prisoners 
was practiced without stopping 
crimes of violence, but on the con- 
trary rather increasing crime.

This was never more 
clearly demonstrated than at Corfd,

And Signor Mussolini, 
should be known. because he desired 
to be left out of nothing of impor- 
tance, once he discovered the League 
and felt the force of the power it

Are we to see the thin end of the 
wedge inserted on behalf of decimal! 
coinage by the Introduction of a 
10-penny shilling? At a conference 
of British and eolonial delegates in- 
terested in the adoption of the 
metric system the main topic of one 
session was the question of the 10- 
penny shilling. Ot 30 or more mone- 
tary units, it was pointed out, the 
British was the only nondecimal 
one. The latest proposal of the 
Decimal Association was to leave all 
silver coins unaltered in their rela- 
tive values but to Increase the 
nominal value of copper coins by 
20 per cent. Thus many “penny- 
worths,” tram, omnibus and possibly 
postal rates, could be restored.
